ASHINGTON, July 11.-—Dis- 
patches to the Carranza agency 
from Vera Cruz announced to- 

night that Gen. Carrafiza was sending 
officers of the various departments of 
his government on a special train to 
Mexico City to set up a civil adminis- 
tration there at once. 

Gen. Lopez de Lara, newly ap- 
pointed Governor of the Federal dis- 
trict, started from Vera Cruz with 
his staff several days ago and is be- 
lieved to have taken charge in the 
capital last night when, according to

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Austrian Officer Recites'Story 
of the Great Battle. 


Says Russian Morale was 
Completely Destroyed. 


Admits the Enemy Retreated 
in Good Order.

VIENNA, June 10.—I have just re- 
ceived from Przemysi the following 
letter, written by a fellow officer who 
took part in the recapture of that 
Galician fortress: . 

Hard work, great days are lying 
behind me. On the 3rd of June, about 
3:30 a.m., at early dawn, I marched 
into Przemysl. Hard was the fight- 
ing, terrible the slaughter, fearful 
the pictures of dead and wounded. 


It's like a dream to me, what I have 
seen, and you can believe that I am 


through these grand times. 

I must tell you that the great suc- 
cess of recapturing Przemysil was 
mostly due to the brilliant work of 
our heayy artillery, which assisted the 
storming infantry, preparing the 
road they had to take. All obstacles 
such as wire fences, ditches, Wolfs- 
gruben, wooden, stone, iron and mud 
barriers were simply swept away by 
the precise and terrible fire of the 
many small, big and huge guns. To 
watch this heavy artillery duel, to see 
the air full of white, puffy clouds with 
their dangerous contents, was an 
amazing sight. Such a duel of the

The 4th of June in Vienna was Aa 
day never to be forgotten. Preemys!

The well-known Ringstrasse in 
Vienna offered a beautiful picture. A 
dense crowd floated up and down, the 
weather was g!lorious—and all Vienna 
on its legs. The great variety of 
small, large and huge flags added to 
the gay appearance of the whole pic- 
ture. Men, women, children, all weré 
excited, laughing. jolly faces were 
everywhere—and Vienna does look so 
nice when it laugha. 

The poor Galician fugitives col- 
lected in large groups before the 
Kriegsministertum (Ministry of War) 
and waited aaxiously for further de- 
tails. They had tears of joy in their

The street crowds were so enormous 
that the electric train cars could not 
move along.

Hungarian and Turkish flags, stood 
many thousands of people. All the

F ONE had elected to remain up all) 


| night last night and had chosen 

such an unpoetical place to stay as 
any one of our three great railroad 
yards, he would have been treated to 
a wonderful sight. Train after train 


of empties interspersed with the reg- 
ular night trains, starting east, west 
and south. It was the aftermath to 
what is said to have been the greatest 
one-day influx of visitors In the history 
of this city, due mainly to the Elks’ 
convention.

CTING as an escort to Gov. 
Henry C. Stuart of Virginia and 
staff, a battalion of the Rich- 

mond Light Infantry Bives, the 
South’s premier military organization, 
is scheduled to arrive here by special 
train at 6:30 o’clock tomorrow morn- 
ing, and will participate the following 
day in the “Midsummer Floral Dream” 
pageant to be staged in connection 
with the Elks’ convention. 

A telegram asking the Blues to 

take part in this affair was sent just 

as the battalion was entraining at 

Richmond for the cross-country trip, 

and an affirmative anewer was re- 

ceived at once. The pageant will be 

similar to the city and country floral 

parade, only on a larger scale. 
Organized at Richmond May 19, 

1789, the Blues have participated in 

th wars. They formed Co. A, 

Forty-sixth Virginia Infantry, C.8.A., 

in the Civil War, and two companies 

of the Fourth Virginia Regiment, 

United States Volunteers, in the Span- 

ish-American War. 

Composed at present of 200 men, 


the Blues represent, as in the past, the 


very first families of Virginia, while 
their presence as an organization at 
all big southern celebrations is as 
much of a matter of course as a ref- 
erence to Robert FE. Lee. 

The-visit here will be on the bat- 
talion’s twenty-seventh pilgrimage, 
since 1876, ineluding journeys to 
Washington for the inauguration of 
every President since that time. As 
a matter of course, the Blues have 
been the guests at various times of 
every fourteen-carat military-soctal 
organization of the country, including 
the Ancient and Honorable Artillery 
of Roston, the Favetteville Light In- 
fantry of North Carolina, the Gov- 
ernor’s Foot Guards of Connecticut, 
the First Licht Infantry Regiment of 
Rhode Island and others. 

While here the Blues will make 
their headquarters at the Lankershim. 
There is no set itinerary for the two 
days’ stay, thouch many of the mem- 
bers of the battalion plan to make 
the trip to Catalina and see the “Mis- 
sion Play.” The battalion will leave 
at midnight Wednesday for San Diego 
to spend one day, and will spend a 
part of the 17th inst. at Riverside. 

Mai. FE. W. Bowles will command 
the battalion on the cross-country 
tour. Incidentally, the Blues have 
contributed a number of Governors 
and other State officials to Virginia, 
while several of the officers rose to 
eminence in the Confederate service. 
Maj, Bowles has commanded the 
Blues for eight years.

LONG BEACH, July 11.—Coinci- 
dent to the opening of the tuna pack- 
ing season, a vigorous complaint has 
been lodged with the city authorities 
by residents of the West Beach front 
against the methods pursued by the 
canneries and the harbor company.

Marjorie Rambean, his lovely wife, 
and while it is not fn any way pecu- 
liarly suited to her great talents, it 
is nevertheless a work of unusual in- 
terest.

Neither must the prisoners be so 
young or so gay, and there must be 
very many more of them and with a 
larger stage for them to appear up- 
on. Considering its dimensions, how- 
ever, that of the Burbank did exceed- 
ingly well on the whole, but when 
the play is given a truly metropolitan 
setting much more elaborateness will 
be required.
